obtaining a stool sample from the individual; 

analyzing the stool sample to determine detect the presence or absence of one 
or more antigens associated with two or more different pathogens, wherein 
said two or more pathogens comprises selected from the group consisting of 
Helicobacter pylori, Cryptosporidium, Entamoeba histolytica, Giardia, 
Rotavirus , Adenovirus, Cyclospora, Microsporidia, or Isospora belli; 

Camphylobacter, and Clostridium difficile; and 

analyzing the stool sample to detect the level of chymotrypsin present; 
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diagnosing Autism in the individual as having or likely to develop autism 
based on the presence of the one or more antigens associated with the two or 
more different pathogens and an abnormally low of chvmotrvpsin in the stool 
sample. 

37. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 36, wherein the step of analyzing
